Mr, Cerna ie may not be conscious of it, but 
hie has been the greatest speculator of all time, 
Brory page of his active life bristles with tho 
apeouletive mania.

In doinpall'theso | 
things he was building for the future, as every 
specnlator does, larga or. small, and getting 
himself in position to.be able to “cask in,’ as 
and take his profits, the latter 
ho succeeded im doing in 1901, when ho sold out 


! kis entire businoss interest to Bir, Mogan and 


'/ his associates for a fabulous sum.
